according to the estimates of 
shippers returned to the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange on March 
1. 

According to this latest estimate 
California wili ship this year 10,878 
carloads of lemons of 400° boxes 
each. With the. exception of the 
season. 1920-91; when the” "shipments 
reached a total of 11,805 carloads, 
this season will be the largest tn 
the lemon industry of the state. 

The estimated production this sea- 
son, based upon 400 boxes 
ear, is only 927 cars less than the 
largest lemon crop the state has 
ever produced. 

The quality of the fruit 
this season is very fine, according 
Agent T. H. Powell, 
who gives as a reason for this ¢on- 
dition the heavy fall rains and

1 was very light, there being only 
703 cars on hand as compared with

tions pay it, impeaches somebody’s intelligence.

UNIQUE EASTER 








Travelers returning from Honolulu 
tell of the unusual ceremony con- 
nected with the observance of Eas- 
ter there. This is what the natives 
call a sunrise service. It is hel? 
on the rim of Punchbowl] crater. 
Last year five thousand 
of all creeds and races 
in it. Behind the tree-embowered 
city of Honolulu rises abruptly a 
cone-shaped hill which bears the an‘ 
and descriptive appellation, “Punch- 
bowl.” 

On the Friday before Easter Sun- 
day a huge white cross appears upon 
the topmost point of Punchbowl’s 
rim, in plain view from almost every 
part of the city. As daylight gives 
wav before the swiftly falling tropic 
night, strong searchlights are turned 
nvyon the hill and through the night 
the cross shines against a sky of 
velvet dark. On Easter morn the 
first gray dawn finds hundreds of 
persons moving along the city's 
streets, some walking, 
but all making their way toward the 
hill on which stands the cross. Day 
thrusts a rosy finger over the clouds 
which lie banked about the mountain 
suffusing the sky with pir’ 
other marvelous colors. 

dip the rays of the 
rising sun, coloring the vast ex- 
panse of ocean, throwing the city 
into high lights and shadows, and 
falling at last upon the cross and 
upon the natural amphitheater which 
lies below the hill on which it 
stands. Into this splendid ampht- 
theater the throngs are pouring as

heavens. Easter has come. 

The sunrise service in 1922, the 


nineteenth year of its observance. 
was conducted on a more than us- 
vally elaborate scale. Heretofore 


the service, following out the sim le 
idea of a man who, with a little 
company of about a dozen, founded 
the custom so many years 


has been extremely simple. Singing 


and a short sermon comprised the 
entire program, This last year, in 


place of the sermon a pageant was 
planned depicting the story of the 
first Easter, nineteen hundred years 
ago. The notable feature of the 
pageant was the fact that those who 
participated were all of Oriental 
blood: Chinese, Japanese, Korean o71 
Filipino, typifying in a way the spirit 
of the service. if not of Honolulu 
itself. No creed or color 
are drawn at the great gathering. 

From another point of view, the 
sunrise service has come to be an 
annual feature of Honolulu life which 
among tourists and globe 
trotters the world over. With 
a setting as Honolulu affords, and 
with such a place for the service as 
Punchbowl Crater, with its command- 
ing view of the city, ocean and land- 
locked harbor, of broad cane-fields 
and magnificent mountains, the mere 
natural beauty of the scene would 
draw many to it. So transcendent: 
ly lovely is that early morning scene. 
however, that none, even among 
those who attend out of curiosity 
ean ieave without being touched with 
a reverent mood. 

Plans are now being made to per- 
petuate the Punehbowl Easter ser- 
vice, and with it the name of the 
man who founded it, in a perman-
